The rugged coast, the forested mountains, the valley farms, in cool 
summer and long winter, are all seen as this filmstrip discusses the 
landforms and climate of the Atlantic region. A sequence of carefully 
selected pictures illustrates the primary resources — lobsters, the 
sportsman’s tuna, the mines and mills of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Newfoundland, and the gentle landscape of Prince Edward Island 
with its fine farms and fishing villages. Among the cities shown are 
Saint John, Halifax, Sydney, St. John’s and Corner Brook.

THE SOUTHERN ONTARIO AND 
ST. LAWRENCE LOWLANDS

This filmstrip shows the relatively small geographical region 
where two-thirds of the Canadian population lives and prod- 
aces three-quarters of the country’s manufactured goods. 
Aerial photos combine with maps and close-up studies to 
give the student as comprehensive an experience of the 
-egion as is possible. He sees the lowlands in summer and 
winter, the cities and the farms. Main emphasis, however, 
's on the great industries and equally impressive transporta- 
‘ion systems. The St. Lawrence Seaway, and the cities of 
Montreal, Toronto, Ottawa and Hamilton are shown.

THE WESTERN MOUNTAIN REGION

The grandeur of the Rockies is only a prelude to many im- 
pressive sights students see in this filmstrip about the 
western mountain region. Here are the blue-black inden- 
tations of the fiords to the north, the bustling fishing, ferry 
and ocean liner traffic at Vancouver and, not far off, the 
sawmills, fed by the immense rafts of timber. Inland, photo- 
sraphs show the neat patterns of fruit farms, the cattle 
ranches and, of course, the giant stands of timber on the 
flanks ot the mountains. In the transportation sequence are 
spectacular views of the great Columbia River and of the 
Fraser River gorge.

The reaction of teachers to the National Film Board’s 
new 16mm color film — 15 minutes, sound — on 
Canada’s geography has been warm wherever it has 
been shown to them.
